31. The notice required of a shareholder shall be given by 
leaving a copy of the resolution at the registered office of tlic 
Company. 

32. No business shall be transacted at any meeting, except 
the declaration of a dividend, unless a quorum of shareholders is 
present at the commencement of such business : and s\ich quo- 
rum shall be ascertained as follows: — (that is to say), if the 
shareholders belonging to the Company at the time of the meet 
ing do not exceed ten in number, the quorum shall be five; if 
they exceed ten, there shall be added to the above quorum one 
for every five additional shareholders up to fifty, and one for every 
ten additional shareholders after fifty, with this limitation, that 
it shall not be necessary for any quorum in any case to exceed 
forty. 

33. If, .within one hour from the time appointed for the 
meeting, the required number of shareholders is not pr^nt, the 
meeting, if convened upon the requisition •of the shareholders, 
shall be dissolved: in any other case it shall stand adjourned to 
the following day at the same time^^id place ; and if at such 
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adjourned meeting the required number of shareholders is not 
present it shall be adjourned sine die» 

34. The Chairman (if any) of the Board of Directors shall 
preside as Chairman at every meeting of the Company. 

35. If there is no such Chairman, or if at any meeting he is 
nresent at the time of holding the same, the shareholders 

prc^^it shall choose some one of their number to be Chairman 
of such meeting. 

36. The Chairman may, with the consent of the meeting, 
adjourn any meeting from time to time and from place to place; 
but no business shall be transacted at any adjourned meeting 
other than the business left unfinished at the meeting from 
which the adjournment took place. 

37 . At any general meeting, unless a poll is demanded by 
at least five shareholders, a declaration by the Chairman that 
a resolution has been carried, and an entry to that effect in the* 
book of proceedings of the Company, shall be sufficient evidence 
of the fact, wi<^liout proof of the number or proportion of the 
votes recorded in favor of or against such resolution.

valid after the expiration of one* month from the date of its

Directors. 

45. The number of the Directors, and the names of the first 
Directors, shall be determined by the subscribers of the Memo- 
randum of Association. 

46. Until Directors are appointed, the subscribers of the 
Memorandum of Association shall for all the purposes of this 
Act be deemed to be Directors. 

Powers of Directors. 

47 . The business of the Company shall be managed by the 
Directors, who may exercise all such powers of the Company as 
are not by this Act or by tlje Articles of Association, if any, de- 
clared to be exercisable by the* Company in general meeting, 
subject nevertheless to any regulations of the Articles of Associ- 
ation, to the provisions of this Act, and to such regulatioift, not 
being inconsistent with the aforesaid regulatloq^ or provisions, as 
may be prescribed by the Company in general meeting, but no 
regulation fnad^ by the Company in genial meeting shall inva- 
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lidate any prior act of the Directors which would have been valid 
if such regulation had not been made. 

Disqualification op Diubctors. 

48. The office of Director shall be vacated — 

If he holds any other office or place of profit under the Com- 

J^f^he becomes bankrupt or insolvent; 

If he is concerned in or participates in the profits of any con- 
tract with the Company ; 

If he participates in the profits of any work done for the 
Company. 

But the above rules shall be subject to the following excep- 
tions : — that no Director shall vacate his office by reason of liis 
being a shareholder in any incorporated Company which has 
entered into contracts with or done any w^ork for the Company 
of which he is Director; nevertheless he shall not vote in respect 
of such contract or work; and if he does so vote, his vote shall 
not be cotintedj'^and he shall incur a penalty not exceeding five 
hundred rupees.

ACT NO. XXII. OF 1857. 

{Passed on the 18//^ July, 185/. 

Jlecitcs expediency of estahliJnng and incorporaliny an I'nivcrsiiy at Bomhay 
for the purpose of enroiu ayiny all classes in pursuit ofe\i reijuJar edncaiwn 
and of ascei taininy those who have acquired proficiency, and of marUny such 
proficiency by Academical Degrees and other proportionate maiks of honor. 

]. appoints the first Chancellor, Vice ChanceUor and Fellows; and conf,ti. 
tutes and declares them a Body Politic, with peipetual sncccssion and a common 
seal, hy the name of the Vnicersity of Bombay, by which name they arc reqnved 
to sue and be sued. 

2. Grants poieei to the University to hold and dispose of property. 

3. lieyulates the constitution of the Univeisity and of its Senate, and pt o~ 
vidcs that any member leaving India permanently shall vacate his of ice.
